Chicago, July 21.—The en d of the 
team sters' strike that has so greatly 
d isturbed busin ess con d ition s in this 
city for the last three m on ths is at 
han d . 
The strikers haye mad e a com­ 
plete surren d er an d are tod ay seekin g 
th eir old position s w ithout an agree­ 
m en t of an y kin d with the employers. 
The first break in the ran ks of the 
strikers 
cam e 
yesterd ay 
aftern oon , 
when the lum ber team sters voted to 
return to work regard less of what ac­ 
tion m ight be taken by an y other un ­ 
ion . 
L ast n ight the d epartm en t store 
d rivers an d the raMway express d riv­ 
ers voted to call off the strike an d seek 
their old position s. It is expected that 
about 60 per cen t of the d epartm en t 
store d rivers will be rein stated , an d 
the express d rivers d eclare th at they 
believe th at about 100 of their n um ber 
will be taken back* by the express com ­ 
pan ies. 
The express com pan ies have 
d eclared al) through the strike, how­ 
ever, that n ot on e of the men who 
struck would ever be rein stated . 
The truck d rivers an d on e or two 
sm aller un ion s will vote tod ay on the 
question of callin g off the strike, but 
there is n o d oubt that they will d ecid e 
to seek theli old places again .
